The Department of Labor was provided statistical reports 
for CY-80, coverine--the-eceupational.-injuries and -illnesses: of Agency 
employees’,.fires, and accidents involving motor vehicles, property, 
and equipment. These reports were submitted in compliance with 
reporting requirements of the Occupational Safety and Health Act. 
The total number of injuries/illnesses (which-dees-net—-inelude: first 
akd--cemeem~ submitted was 284 (132) lost workday and 152 nonfatal). 
For comparison, there were 304 injuries/illnesses (140 lost workday 
and 157 nonfatal) during CY-79. (U) 
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
